| For conturies we have confined ourselves to.tha 
islands and the coast strips, ‘aid have secon 
nothing in the Crown Coleniés but opportunities 
of trade, avery ‘valuable trade coriainly in many 
cases, but trade restricted te the comparatively 
limited number of producis which they could 
easily produce in their raw state without ony 
eubstantial assistance from our capital or our 
science, No doubt thore is an important excep- 
tion to that in. thé past in the stigar industry’ of 
the West Indian Islands; butIdo not know. 
that, taking it as'a whole, we have any very 
great reason to bo-prond of the history of our 
ealings with theese. communitics, But of late 
years there has been a remurkable awakening as 
te tho possibilities of what has been called 
our great undereloped estate. Tho centre 
of interest has shifted from the. cas strips 
to the great interior territories, aud in 
place of the msintenance of a few ponurious 
trading stations we now -see the beginning 
of oo which aims,.with European capital 
and by European science, at the development of 
thesa great territories, countriss productive of 
the .most velasble products ‘of. tha earth in 
enormous quantities. Milliong have bean spent 
and are baing spent upon railways in East 
Africa north of the Zambesi. in West Africa, 
and in the Sudan railways. Well; though it is 
said to-day of some of them that they do not 
pay for their axle greaso—(laughter)—I think in 
time ond with the growth of popntation under 
conditions of peace and orderly government and 
of sanitary sciorco they will be unable to deal 
with the traflle they will ba called lapon to carry, 
(Honk, ‘heor.) I know there be mary 
mistakes, that many enterprises will fail and 
that there . will be lesa of: life ond 
tressure ; but the possibilitics are so many -and 
80 various, tha untapped resources of these great 
countries aro so vast, that the experiments 
which will stocced will more than compensate 
‘for all the failures, and the ultimate reward of 
persistent energy will be something far greater 
than the boldest of us dream of to-day. (Cheera.) 
AN BRA OF ORGANIZATION... 

In conclusion let me say that I think the time 
has come when, in view of the atnese of our 
stake and of: onr’ responsibility in this 
undeveloped Stete which has grown qith anch 
amazing rapidity, there isa cali for moro serious 
and systematic atudy of the conditions with 
which we have to desi and for a more highly 
trained export administration. ‘We have arrived

subject... Nothing strikes.mo 2uore constantly 
in what T-may call tho misdirection of national 
energy than the extraordiuary contrast between 
the amount.of time and labour and ingenuity, 
and, I may add, tempor, which is expended on 
the least of cur home political questions com: 
pared: with the. plentiful lack of thought and 
energy devoted to.even the biggest problems of 
Empire, and especially to the biggest problems 
of our Crown Colonies. (Hear, hear) How 
many. writers on political subjects are thore 
who are devoting themselves to anything like 
a thorough'stndy of the administration of our 
tropical Dependencies? : [t-is-a-big subject; it 
is based on important principles, like any other 
branch ‘of administration, but. yet o: small 
librory—I might say, one shelf—would contain 
all the serious works that has ever been dons 
on the subject. Some of that work is perfectly 
excellent, though it is comparatively little re- 
ded. As yet only a small portion of the field 
fas been covered. Such work, like al} scfontifio 
work, naturally sppeals only to's limited class. 
It will only have a fow readers, though it is of 
tho utmost ‘value’ to tho specialist.
